Throughout all that time the King has always been 
held subordinate to the Laws of the Country, and sometimes tn 
the face of Monarchial ambition, Parliament has been called upon 
to exercise its authority. From the earliest of times extend- 
ing back to the Saxon period, ‘The Supreme Council” preyailed 
as even William the Conqueror in 1066 and subsequent thereto 
discovered.

500,000,000 human beings of every colour and creed. 

.What is the bond that ties all the Dominions, States. 
Suzerainties,, Dependencies, etc., together? Not ‘a very diffi- 
cult question, and consisting of nothing more or less than | the 
Crown itself with its mythical and sentimental ties, all emblemati- 
cal of an Empire which is in reality not an Empire at all, as Gen- 
eral Jan Smuts of South Africa (a comparatively recent enemy in 
arms) has pointed out, but more like unto a dynamic order out 
of which a Republic can never be hammered. 


David Lloyd George, Britain's war time Prime Min- 
ister, has said: ‘This Empire is ‘not a hollow drum to thump in 
boast, but a gigantic State awaiting wise developments for the 


whole World's sake as well as our own.” And it takes a genius 
of a high order to operate that State successfully, a genius for 
government which the British people have manifested for centuries.

Night Snapshooting With 
Box Cameras

this, however, care should be taken 
to obtain the right balance of light. 
Remember that usually ‘you get a 
better picture with more illuminu- 
tion on one side of the subject than 
on the other. Hither two flood light 
bulbs should be used on one side 
and one on the other, or, if only two

The light nearest the subject is 
the main light—the one which pro- 
duces the high lights and shadows 
necessary for proper modeling of 
features, The other is used to bal- 
ance the lighting—to illuminate 
features so that they will not be too 
dark.

SNEAK THEIVES 
OF THE GRANARY 

Gas-mask is a term which, unfor- 
tunately, all are familiar in this en- 
lightened age, and it might be expect- 
ed that, in the interests of humanity, 
those who engage in grain threshing 
operations on farms where the pras- 
tice of treating seed against smut is 
neglected should be provided with ‘gas 
masks, says B, Leslie Emslie, in the 
current Yssue of his Farm News Let- 
ter This is no joke, as any who 
have known the headaches and hang- 
overs, caused by the pungent, pene- 
trating smut-laden dust, can testify. 
But smut dust, while disagreeable 
enough in itself, Is evidence of still 
more serious trouble—the theft of 
real money from the farmers’ pock- 
ets. 


Presenting the Smuts, 


Smut belongs to the disrepitable 
family of Ustilagineae. There are 
several members, each one a dirty 
thief. . Bunt or stinking smut is the 
opprobious common name of one 
which preys on wheat; another is the 
covered..amut--ofbarley; “others” are 
responsible for the smuts of oats, 
while ustilago maydis sneaks up on 
corn. The menacing marauders 
must be opposed in the incipinet stag- 
es of their attack. Lurking oh the 
seed itself, the organism {injects its 
thread-like mycella into. the tissues 
of the seedling shoots.and, as a para- 
site grows up with the steck an 
completes its life cycle by producing 
spores in the ear, producing kernels 
of smut instead of grain,
